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James W. Ford, an outstanding Negro leader and 
member of the Central Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party, sent the following article from Washing- 
ton where he is participating on numerous delega- 
tions to Senators and other government officials in 
support of the anti-lynching Dill. 

The delegations, consisting of trade union, civic, 
church and other organizations, were organized by 
the National Negro Congress, on whose national 
executive council Ford is a@ member. The article 
below gives a prilliant analysis of the relationship 
of forces in the Senate around this historic fight.

The Wagner-Van Nuys Anti-Lynching 
Bill stands dangerously in peril of defeat. 

Monday a delegation of 30 leaders from 
New York City and Washington, D. C., repre- 
senting more than 500,000 members of trade 
unions, church and other organizations came 
to Washington and registered a protest in 
Behalf of their organization against the fili- 
busters and opponents of the invocation of 
the cloture rule. Tuesday a delegation of 
Negro and white from Richmond and Char- 
lotteville, Virginia, representing trade unions 
and civic organizations, including students 
from the University of Virginia, came to 
Washington to protest. 

Monday’s delegation visited Senator 
Robert F. Wagner, co-author of the 
Anti-Lynching Bill, expressed thanks to him 
and urged him not to let up. He promised 
to make every effort to force a vote on the 
bill. Senator Alben Barkley, majority leader 
of the U. S. Senate, in like manner expressed 
determination to use all measures at his dis- 
posal to stop the filibuster. He was called 
upon by the delegation to use the full weight 
of the Administration forces to stop the fili- 


buster and secure a vote. 

The delegation then visited Senator 
Charles McNary, minority leader of the Sen- 
ate, and finally the gallery of the Senate 
while the Bill was being filibustered on the 
floor of the Senate by Senator Claude Pep- 
per of Florida. The last two visits made 
clear to everyone that the Bill stands in 
danger of defeat. What is the strategy of 
the obstructionists? What are the forces 
lining up against passage of the Bill? 

It must be made clear to every proponent 
of progress that the minority of reactionary 
Southern democratic Senators are deter- 
mined to defeat the Bill at all costs as their 
first step to defeat all progressive legislation 
pending for the present session of the Senate 
such as housing, hours-and-wages, farm and 
other bills now in committees. 


TWIN BROTHERS OF OBSTRUCTION 


Firstly the 23 reactionary Southern de- 
mocratic Senators, together with Senator 
Borah, Republican, compose an iron clad 
reactionary nucleus around which the forces 
of reaction are forming against the forces of 
progress. Second, the twin brother of the 
Southern reactionary bloc is a minority of 
Republican reactionaries led by Senator Me- 
Nary, Republican minority leader in the 
Senate. The tactic of the latter group is vi- 
cious beyond description becuse it pretends to 
be a friend of the Negro people and in favor 
of passage of the bill. Nearly every plat- 


form of the Republican Party has had a 


plank on anti-lynching legislation, and time 
and again the Republicans declare their sup- 
port to the bill at present before the Senate. 

Each of these two groups is using, how- 
ever, slander against the Negro people, 
threats of blocking other legislation, inti- 
midation and deceit to defeat the present 
bill. They aim 1) to get a motion passed 
to refer the bill back, or 2) to prevent a two- 
third vote to invoke the cloture rule, that is, 


to stop debate. They know that certain 


proponents of the bill are wavering and re- 
treating. | 7 
Senator McNary made these plans clear 


in his remarks to the delegation in the cloak 


room of the U. S. Senate. He tried to make 
believe that the Republicans stand for the 
bill but his attacks against President Roose- 
velt and those who are really in favor of the 

bill were most vicious. One could see the 
arents of the Libertv League at their worst. 
The duplicity of McNary to the Negro veo- 
ple, and especially the Negro members of the 
delegation, was clear. 

Says he, “We Republicans are for the Bill 
and are willing to stay here 24 hours a day 
to force a vote. But it is not us. it is the 
77 Democrats on the other side of the floor 
who could pass the Bill if they wanted to.” 


TORY DUPLICITY 


Obviously this statement is duplicity. It 
is not the true situation in the Senate. Sen- 
Ator McNary, who protested that the mat- 
ter is not a question of politics but a “ques- 
tion of principle” with him, knows, and we 
know, that it is the relation of forces in the 
Senate that blocks passage of the bill. Sen- 
ator McNary knows that 23 reactionary 
Southern democratic Senators out of the 77 
democratic in the Senate are unalterably op- 
posed to the bill. Obviously a unanimous

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of the Senate. This requires at least 64 votes 
of the full Senate, leaving 32 votes against 
cloture. Senator McNary stated to the dele- 
gation that he was emphatically opposed to 
invoking cloture, and that under no circum- 
stances would the minority vote for it. Now 
add 16 Republican votes to the 23 reaction- 
ary democratics of the South and you have 
39 votes, sufficient to defeat the invocation 
of cloture to stop the filibuster and make 
possible a vote to pass the bill. That is how 
matters stand in the Senate. 

The pure mathematics of the situation 
show conclusively that a minority of Repub- 
licans under the leadership of the Republican 
minority leader are effectively lining up 
with a minority of reactionaries of the South 
to hamstring the Wagner-Van Nuys Anti- 
Lynching Bill. / : 

But this, as we have said, is only the first 


step of the reactionary Liberty League clique .
